JOE CHAMBERLAIN. 


Arrives in America—Says He Has No 
Business Here.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies of Great Britain, and 
Mrs. Chamberlain were passengers on 
the Teutonic. Chamberlain said he 
came to visit Mr. and Mrs. Endicott, 
parents of his wife, at Danvers, Mass. 
He expects to return to England in a 
tortnight.. 
Chamberlain said:. The idea that I 
came to America to meet Secretary of 
State Olney and to confer with him 
about the Venezuelan.matter or any 
other public business, is not so; indeed, 
I have no appointment with Mr. Olney. 
My visit is purely personal, and of a 
domestic affair.“ 
Continuing, he said: “I do not think 
there is a man in Great Britain who 
wants to fight. It would be a terrible 
calamity much to be deplored. I trust 
the Venezuelan matter will be amica- 
bly adjusted. As Mr. Cleveland says 
himself, the findings of the American 
commission are not binding, but we 
should look for their report with as 
much interest as you in the States, and 
hope that it will shed such.a bright 
light on the whole matter in dispute 
that the affair can be readily and easily 
adjusted to the satisfaction of both 
Sides.“

RUMORS OF WAR 


DISTURB THE INTERNALS OF THE 
IRISH CONVENTION. 


Father Flynn Moves for Arbitration. 
T. F. O’Connor’s Vigorous Re- 
marks as to Corruptionists Stirs 
Up a Breese—John Dillon.

DUBLIN, Sept. 2.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Copyright, 1896.) 
The Irtsh national convention resumed 
its session at 11 o’clock this morning. 
There were rumors of war on every 
side, little prospect of the harmony 
with which the convention was organ- 
ized being about. 

Rev. Father Flynn moved the ap- 
pointment of a committee on arbitra- 
tion, composed of home and foreign 
delegates with instructions to draft 
rules and platform to unite all factions 
of the Irish party. The motion was 
greeted with enthusiasm. 

P. T. O'Connor took the floor. His 
eloguence aroused the first breeze of 
the day. He read Father Flynn’s orig- 
inal resolution, suggesting that a com- 
mittee be selected from three sections 
of the Irish parliamentary party to 
propose a basis of union which has 
since been amended and which was 
believed to have been written by Tim- 
othy M. Healy, M. P. : 

O Connor fiercely attacked the “dis- 
ruptionists who are fighting the con- 
vention with every dirty expedient.” 
His attack on the Healyites was re- 
ceived with deafening cheers from the 
Dillonites. Canon Murmane of London 
objected to O’Connor’s language, which, 
he said, was defeating the object the 
convention had in view, that of bring- 
ing about unity among Irishmen of all 
sections. A scene of great disorder fol- 
lowed, until Murmane was ruled out 
of order. 

O'Connor then resumed his remarks, 
and declared the only way to kill dis- 
sension was to crush it by the “united 
determination of the people,” and 
urged the convention to give the Irish 
leaders means of uniting the Parnell- 
ites with the Irish party. He appealed 
to the delegates to uphold constitu- 
tional methods. The discussion of 
Father Flynn’s resolution, the first test 
of strength between the Dillonites and 
Healyites, was long and bitter. The 
resolution was finally withdrawn in 
the interest of harmony. Later the 
convention adopted resolutions record- 
ing the opinion of the convention that 
it was of importance that nationalist 
representatives in Parliament should 
be reunited in one home-rule party, in 
which every supporter of that policy 
would be cordially received and treated 
according to his capacity to render serv- 
ice to the common cause. 

Eward Blake, M.P., moved a resolu- 
tion recognizing as an essential ele- 
ment of an effective party, the hearty 
coéperation and cheerful subordination 
of each individual member of such a 
party. Blake spoke at length on this 
subject, and during the course of his 
remarks asserted that a change was 
needful, as otherwise there would be 
a collapse of the Irish Parliamentary 
party. Continuing, hesaid: “We must 
abandon the ship or reorganize the 
crew. The situation is intolerable, and 
must be ended.” 

O. H. Higgins of Boston, Mass., 
supported Blake’s motion in a speech 
and the resolution was eventually 
adopted. 

John Dillon, chairman of the Irish 
Parliamentary party, who received an 
ovation when he arose to speak, moved 
the usual home-rule resolutions, and 
called upon the men “whose names 
were the Shibboleth of factions” to 
meet in the autumn, abdicate as lead- 
ers and choose a new leader to whom 
all can give unbroken support. The 
convention then adjourned.

GEN. JAMES’S PROCLAMATION. 


Defines the Limits of the Adjutant- 
General’s Power. 
r ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 2.—Maj.- 
Gen. James returned from Stockton to- 
day, after having a long conference 
with Gov. Budd Tuesday evening in re- 
gard to National Guard affairs. Gen. 
James said that everything had been 
settled to the entire satisfaction of the 
Governor, and that he was ready to be- 
gin making the needed reforms in the 
guard. He said: 

Everything will go on smoothly from 
this time. There will be no more bick- 
erings or petty jealousies. The Gov- 
ernor is the commander-in-chief, and 
his orders will be executed. It is his in- 
tention to make the guard popular and 
I will carry out his desires. The men 
will be protected and given all the 
rights they should enjoy under the law. 
I expect that in a year from now we 
will have twice as many men in the 
guard, and it will be in far better shape. 
All the soldiers will be provided with 
proper arms, ammunition and equip- 
ment as soon as possible, and they will 
be compelled to take proper care of 
them. No more waste or neglect will 
be tolerated. 

“No orders regarding the 
ment of the National Guard will be 
issued except from the division head- 
quarters, The guard will be conducted 
as near like the regular army as possi- 
ble. In regard to matters relating to 
the property of the guard, the adjutant- 
general, as quartermaster-general, will 
have charge, as the control of the 
property supplied the guard rests with 
the quartermaster-general. When it 
becomes the property of the guard and 
is issued to the men, the major-gen- 
eral will have the matter in charge.”

FLOWER SHEDS A FEW THORNS ON BILLY BOY'S CROWN. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 2.—Forty- 
one States and three Territories, 
represented by 824 delegates, met today 
in Tomlinson Hall, as the climax of a 
six-weeks” campaign to repudiate the 
action of the Chicago convention and 
put forth a declaration of principles 
and name a Presidential ticket. Sena- 
tor Palmer, who called the body to or- 
der, termed it the first convention of 
the national Democratic party, while 
others referred to it as the Democracy 
which held its last convention in 1892. 

Admission to the hall was confined 
strictly to ticket-holders. As a result 
many people were denied admittance. 
Inside every seat in the space re- 
served on the floorfor the delegates and 
alternates was taken,and the galleries, 
except on the upper balconies in the 
rear of the hall, where the band was 
located, were comfortably well-filled 
without being crowded, while the 
chairs in the rear ot the platform re- 
served for the distinguished guests 
were nearly all occupied. The decora- 
tions were brilliant and lavish. There 
7 — a profusion of flats and bunting, 

ing smilax, Spanish moss and pot- 
ted flowers, but the most noticeable 
feature was the prevalence of gilt, sym- 
bolic of the spirit of the convention. 
wreaths were everywhere in the deco- 
rations and half the delegates wore 
sprays of golden rod in the lapels of 
their coats. 

There was an unusually large num- 
ber of ladies in the galleries and in 
the chairs back of the stage, their 
bright gowns and hats heightening the 
general effect of the scene. Most of 


were present. Mrs. Hendricks, the 
widow of the late Vice-President 
Hendricks, was especially conspicuous. 
Altogether it was an impressive scene. 
The delegates themselves were an im- 
posing body of men. Among them were 
many who have for years been prom- 
inent in national affairs and the coun- 
cils of the Democratic party. Not a 
few were delegates to the Chicago con- 
vention, including several chairmen of 
délegations, who returned here in the 
same. capacity, except that, whereas 
they were hissed there for declining to 
participate in the proceedings, their ap- 
pearance here was the signal for out- 
bursts of enthusiasm. : 
BIG WEW YORK DELEGATION. 


The big New York delegation of sev- 
enty-two members perhaps attracted 
the most attention. In it were such 
conspicuous men as ex-Gov. Flower, 
the temporary chairman of the conven- 
tion; ex-Secretary of the Treasury 
Fairchild, ex-Minister to Turkey 
Strauss, Gen. Tracey of Albany, Hor- 
ace C. King, Col. John R. Fellows, 
Perry H. Belmont and John DeWitt 
Warner. & 

From the Old Bay State there was 
Dr. Everett and Godfrey Morse; Maine 
sent C. Vey Holman; Connecticut, ex- 
Congressman Sperry; New Jersey, W.

every occasion. The convention held 
two sessions, but got no further than 
effecting permanent organization. Ex- 
Gov. Flower, the temporary chairman, 
and Senator Caffery, the permanent 
chairman, both delivered addresses, 
and Dr. Everett of Massachusetts and 
John P. Irish, the Pacific Coast orator, 
voiced tie spirit of the convention 
during interims in the proceedings. 
There was not a jar or hitch any- 
where. The temper of the delegates 
was displayed in the vigorous fashion 
with which the denunciatiof of the 
Chicago platform and its candidates 
were received. 

Ex-Gov. Flower referred to Bryan as 
an “ambitious, unsteady and unsafe 
man,” and a “demagogue and a word- 
juggler,” with “a revolutionary mob 
behind him,” and the rafters rang with 
applause. Flower’s speech went some- 
what extensively into an argument to 
show that bimetallism, as proposed by 
the, Chicago platform, was a dreain, 
and that the gold standard was re- 
sponsible for high wages and low in- 
terest rates on money. 

APPEAL. 

Senator Caffery, in assuming the 
gavel as permanent chairman, made a 
very effective speech in the nature of 
an appeal for the life of “the old Dem- 
ocracy,” He painted the Democracy 
at Chicago as indulging in a debauch. 
But he said reason must return, and 
he appealed from “Democracy drunk, 
to Democracy sober,” and asked the 
convention to again unfurl the flag 
never yet soiled by repudiation or 
stained with dishonor. 

“While Democracy lasts,” he said, at 
the climax of his speech, “the republic 
will last, and while the republic, hu- 
man liberty.” 

Everett made a stirring speech 
against sectionalism, and John P. Irish 
likened the “silver Democratic silver 
party,” and the Republican party to 
twin daughters of the horse leech, both 
seeking to raise the price of the neces- 
sities of life. In conclusion, he pre- 
dicted if this convention did not suc- 
ceed in vanquishing both, it would at 
least leave one without a sister. 

AN IMPORTANT MOVE. 

Perhaps the most important action 
taken by the convention today was 
the adoption of a recommendation to 
make the organization permanent, and 
to empower the National Committee 
appointed to call future conventions. 
This indicates a contest four years 
from now, over the regularity of the 
two organizations, and may prove far- 
reaching in its effects. The platform 
will be adopted and the candidates 
nominated tomorrow. Tonight the great 
mass-meeting is in progress, while one 
set of leaders is at work framing the 
platform and another trying to fix upon 
a candidate. 

There seems to be an almost unani- 
mous sentiment in favor of Gen. Buck- 
ner of Kentucky for Vice-President, 
but the contest for President is still 
open. Although Gen. Bragg has been 
seemingly in the lead all day, powerful 
influences are at work to defeat him.

Speeches Made by Flower, 
and Others.

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 2.—2romptly 
at 11 o'clock the doors leading. to Tom- 
linson Hall were opened, admission 
being confined to ticket-holders who ar- 
rived slowly. The decorations of the 
hall, in which gold was the most con- 
spicuous color, were beautiful. A gold 
eagle, with wings outstretched, sur- 
mounted the sunburst. The band was 
located in a gallery at the rear of the 
hall. Many early arrivals in the gallery 
were ladies. Mrs. Hendricks, widow of 
the late Vice-President, was one of the 
first distinguished persons to appear in 
reserved seats. 

Gen. Bragg, as he moved to a seat at 
the head of the Wisconsin delegation, 
was uproariously applauded. When Col. 
W. C. P. Breckinridge, with snow-white 
hair and beard, entered at the head of 
the Blue Grass delegation, the galleries 
again cheered. At noon Senator Palmer 
of Illinois, chairman of the National 
Committee, made his way to the plat- 
form. The galleries were about half- 
filled and the main body of the dele- 
gates was seated. The entrance of the 
Florida delegation, headed by two 
burly negroes, one carrying a portrait 
of Cleveland, the other a gold alligator 
bearing the words “A Gold Bug,” cre- 
ated a flurry of applause. 

Headed by ex-Gov. Flower and Gen. 


Tracy, the New York delegation 
marched to its seats seventy-two 
strong, to continuous hand-clanping. 


Each delegate wore in his button-hole 
a spray of golden rod. Senator Pal- 
mer rose at 12:30 o’clock and struck 
the gavel. Thereupon most of the del- 
egates jumped to their feet, shouting 
and waving State banners, ending the 
demonstration with three cheers. 
After calling the convention to or- 
der Chairman Palmer said: “Gentle- 
men: I have the honor for the :noment 
to preside over the first National Dem- 
ocratic Convention held in the year 
1896. (Cheers.) We are assembled here 
for lofty, noble and patriotic purposes. 
(Cheers.) Our earnest desire is to serve

our country, (cries of “right, right,” 
and cheers,) and in the sincerity of that 
earnest purpose, we may appeal to the 
Judge of all hearts.

In reading the reference 
to Jefferson, Jackson and Cleveland, 
Outhwaite put particular stress upon 
Cleveland’s name and brought the del- 
egates to their feet with cheers louder 
than any that had gone before. The 
call of States to ascertain representa- 
tion followed. :

Notice to the World That Democracy 
Has not Surrendered. 
Ex-Gov. Flower said: This gathering 
is a notice to the world that the Demo- 
cratic party has not yet surrendered 
to Populism and anarchy. The true 
principles of Democracy, expounded by 
Jefferson and exemplified through a 
century of national history, are not 
dead because those principles have 
been repudiated by a convention call- 
ing itself Democratic, but controlled by 
un-Democratic influences. Those are 
true Democrats who remain true to the 
principles of their party, and who re- 
fuse, to be bound by party declarations 
which betray party faith and threaten

All of Bryan's speeches, pleas and 
arguments for silver, are based on the 
assumption that the free coinage of sil- 
ver by the United States alone would 
establish and maintain bimetallism— 
the parity of gold and silver at the ex- 
changeable ratio of 16 to 1. If that 
assumption is incorrect or ill-founded, 
each of his arguments falls to the 
ground and every one of his predic- 
tions loses its force. Not one word has 
he uttered in advocacy of a silver stan- 
dard. Not one word does he dare utter 
in behalf of a silver standard. He will 
declaim by the hour against the evils 
of gold monometallism, and nearly 
everything he says on that subject is 
applicable to silver monometal- 

sm. 


Bimetallism is a genuine Democratic 
doctrine, but bimetallism can never 
be attained by the men who dominated 
the Chicago convention, or by the 
method implied in the Chicago platform. 
There is reason to doubt whether the 
forces which controlled that convention 
even desired to accomplish bimetal- 
lism. The word bimetallism does not 
appear in the platform. The convention 
by an overwhelming vote rejected a 
propositien pledging the government 
to maintain the parity of the two met- 
als. The disposition of the convention 
as dictated by its expressions and its 
actions was toward silver monometal- 
lism or irredeemable fiat money. 

As well might the Ark of the Covenant 
have been entrusted to the Philistines 
as to entrust the cause of bimetallism 
to the revolutionary people behind 
Bryan. It is not a difficult task to 
show that under present conditions free 
coinage of silver by the United States 
alone would result in silver monometal- 
lism. Foolish experiments in that direc- 
tion have already caused the loss of a 
great part of our gold from circulation. 
Part of it has gone abroad withdrawn 
from investment in. our industries, and 
part has been hoarded for the day 
when it should bring a high premium. 


May God prevent this in- 


Our government can get none except by 
increasing the national debt and the 
burden of taxation.

structure. But even the prospect of 


unlimited silver coinage under pres- 
ent conditions would make that founda- 
tion disappear as in a quicksand, and 
you and I and every man who has prop- 
erty or wages would find their value 
changed from a gold to a silver meas- 
ure. 

This will be the certain result of im- 
posing such an additional burden upon 
the government, but when, with that in 
view, we consider the disposition of for- 
eign governments to strengthen their 
gold reserves and the suspension of 
free colnage of silver in India, which 
has heretofore been the world’s sink for 
all its surplus silver, but is so no longer, 
the conclusion is inevitable that we 
would be reduced to a silver basis and 
to a very cheap silver basis at that. 

A GREAT EVIL. 

Such a change of standards, such a 
readjustment of values, not only in the 
fear which they would incite, but in the 
actual injury and injustice they would 
produce, would be the greatest commer- 
cial. and industrial evil imaginable. It 
would mean, in the first place, the with- 
drawal of hundreds of millions of for- 
eign capital invested in our industries. 
Sneer as Mr. Bryan may at our de- 
pendence ‘upon foreign gold, the bare 
fact remains that without it the build- 
ing of our great railways, the opening 
of our great farm areas, the develop- 
ment of our mines, the building up of 
our industries—with all the stimulus to 
prosperity which these have given— 
would have been delayed man 
Foreign gold—to Mr. Bryan's distorted 
vision and demagogic mind, a species 
of yellow fever—what is it but capital 
which gives work and wages to our cit- 
izens, adds to the product of our fac- 
tories, makes necessities out of the 
former luxuries of life, increases the 
comforts and conveniences of living, 
adds to our country’s wealth and pros- 
perity, until finally we will be rich 
enough and prosperous enough to send 
part of our capital to other less for- 
tunate nations and perform the same 


good mission, selfish though it be, for 


other people. 
Who would reject it because it comes, 


as some of it probably does, from the 


financiers of Europe. To what better use 
can the accumulated wealthof England's 
aristocracy be put than to build up 
American industries? The withdrawal 
of European capital would still further 
depress values and encourage panic. So 
large a proportion of our business is 
done on credit, and credit is such a slen- 
der support that when credit is at- 
tacked it matters not how much money 
there may bein the country it will evail 
nothing to prevent the contraction of 
loans and refusal of accommodation.

One characteristic of political reme- 
dies administeréd and recommended by 
quack political doctors. is that they 
are all to cure all diseases. To 
in trees in any part of 
cou the demoenetization ot sil- 
ver is pointed out as the cause of his 
misery and the remonetization of sil- 
ver his remedy. By reason of per- 
fectiy simple causes the prices of 
w t and corn and other agricultural 
products have declined, but this decline 
is attributed by these political quacks 
to the demonetization of silver, and the 
farmer, along with every other man 
who finds tt hard to make both ends 
meet, is told that by remonetizing sil- 
ver, wheat will go a dollar a bushel, 
and other farm products will rise pro- 
portionately. If this were true, rising 
prices would affect the commodities 
which a farmer buys, the interest he 
pays on his debts, the freight rates 
which determine the cost of getting 
his products to market, and he would 
be reiatively no better off than before. 

To expect the farmer to accept so 
great a delusion is to presume upon 
his intelligence. Ask the farmers of 
my State why they are giving up the 
production of wheat and corn, and 
they will not tell you it is because of 
the depreciation of silver. They will 
point to these great western prairies 
and tell you they cannot compete with 
these in the growth of the staple 
cereals. And they have taken to rais- 
ing other crops which are more profit- 
able and less competitive. The same 
tendency is the case zhroughout the 
agricultural world. Not only have 
thousands of acres of western lands 
in America been thrown open to culti-

What they want is prosper- 
ous conditions which will put silver 
dollars in their own pockets, dollars 
which when they are taken out will 
buy just as much as gold dollars. ‘ 

Howeven much the prices & agricul- 
tural products have declined, they have 
not declined more rapidly than the 


so rapidly as the freight rates which 
promote the market for his product. 
The report of the National Board of 
Trade shows that the average charge 
for carrying a ton of freight one mile 
on thirteen of the most important rail- 
roads in the United States has fallen 
from 3.08 in 1865 to 1.81 cents in 1870, 
to .76 cent in 1893. You will thus see 
that in 1865 it cost $30 to transfer one 
ton 1000 miles and only $7.50 in 1893. 
SOME FIGURES. 

In 1872, according to the government 
reports, the price of transporting one 
bushel of wheat from Chicago to New 
York by lake and canal was 24.47 
cents; by lake and rail 28 cents; by all 
rail, 338% cents. In 1895, by lake and 
canal, 4.11 cents; by lake and rail, 


6.95 cents; by all rail, 12.17 cents. No 
such proportionate reduction has been 
seen in the price of wheat or corn. The 
average price of wheat in 1870 was 80 


cents per bushel in gold. Today it is 
56 cents, a reduction since 1870 scarcely 
half as great as the reduction of freight 
rates—Mr. Bryan's assertion to 
contrary notwithstanding. 
The Atlantic cable has produced the 
same result as regards the rate of in-

ESPHRCIALLY AFFECTED. 

There are some classes of employés 
who would be especially affected by a 
silver standard. I refer particularly to 
the 800,000 men who get their wages 
from steam and street surface rail- 
roads. Most of the money invested in 
these enterprises. is represented 
bonds, whose principal and interest are 
payable in gold. The annual payments 
required by these obligations of in- 
debtedness are hundreds of millions of 
dollars, If gold s to a premium, the 
holders of these bonds insist that their 
terms shall be fulfilled and the interest 
be payable in gold; it means that the 
railroads have got to raise that amount 
of gold or the mortgages will be fore- 
closed and the properties sold. Every 
railroad employé knows what that 
means—a cutting down of expenses, 
disorganization, uncertain employment. 
If the companies have to pay a hun- 
dred cents premium on gold to satisfy 
their interest demand it means doub- 
ling their fixed charges-yand this in 
the case of nine railroads out of ten 
means bankruptcy. 

They cannot increase their rate of 
fares, for the legislatures will not per- 
mit it. They cannot exact payments 
of fares in gold. Therefore, they must 
repudiate their obligations or cut 
down wages. Whichever horn of the 
dilemma they choose, therefore—repu- 
diation of obligation or a deduction of 
wages—the employé is no gainer, for 
even were there no reduction of wages 
under the free coinage of 50-cent dol- 
lars, he ought to receive twice as much 
wages as he did before in order to put 
him on an equality with previous con- 
ditions. The purchasing power of his 
wages, if the rate remained the same, 
would be cut down one-half. 

Against such threatened calamities 
we have met as Democrats, as patri- 
ots, to protest.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Reports of Committees 
and Adopted With Applause.

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.,) Sept. 2.—It 
was 4:15 o’clock when the temporary 
chairman, Mr. Flower, appeared on the 
platform to call the afternoon session 
of the convention. Both he and Sena- 
tor Palmer sat on the platform, and 
were warinly greeted, and an enthusi- 
astic Illinoisan called for three cheers.

There were no demonstrations as the 
conspicuous men entered. The galler- 
les were more crowded than at t 
first session, and the proportion of la- 
dies was fully as large. At 4:35 ex-Gov. 
Flower rapped for order. 

The reports of the committee were 
called. The report of the Committee 
on Credentials was first presented by 
Chairman Brennan of Wisconsin. The 
statement in the report that there were 
present 824 delegates to the convention, 
representing forty-one States and three 
Territories, was heartily applauded, 

The report of the Committee on Or- 
ganization not being ready, Dr. Everett 
of Massachusetts was introduced to the 
convention and made a stirring speech. 

When Dr. Everett declared that 
Massachusetts was opposed to section- 
alism, and again when he said that the 
convention would uphold the bonds of 
Mr. Cleveland for maintaining the 
credit of the nation, the delegates 
jumped to their chairs and joined in a 
stormy demonstration. Fans, hand- 
kerchiefs, flags—everything that was 
available—were waved amid frantic 
cheering. His touching reference to 
the sad death of ex-Gov. William Rus- 
sell of Massachusetts, who, he said, 
had died of a broken heart because of 


received with rousing cheers. 

There were loud calls for Bragg, Vi- 
las, Buckner and others when Dr. Ev- 
erett took his seat, but the Committee 
on Permanent Organization was ready 
to present its report. The report was 
read by Délegate Roberts of Missouri.

SENATOR CAFFERY’S SPEECH. 


An Able Statement From the Gold 
Democratic Standpoint. 


Senator Caffery said: 

I tender this convention my deep- 
est thanks ror the high honor of select- 
ing me to preside over its deliberations. 
I shall always regard it as the highest 
honor ever conferred upon me, \ 

Charged by our party with the func- 
tion of ministering in its temple of 
faith, and teaching the people its true 
doctrines, our priests have desecrated 
the altars, broken its shrines and taught 
false doctrines to the people. We now 
enter the sanctuary ot the temple and 
take possession of the ark of the cove- 
nant of our faith which we will here- 
after vigilantly guard, protect and de- 
fend. We will purify its desecrated 
altars and rebuild its broken shrines. 
And, lest the hearts of the people be 
stolen away from the true Democratic 
faith—the faith of our fathers and 
founders—we must separate from our

be its cardinal and leading tenet, para- 
mount to all others, binding in con- 
science and guiding the action of every 
true Democrat. If we do net look into 
the evidence of the Michigan frauds 
and other devious acts and practices 
designated to pack the convention, the 
Chicago platform has the stamp of 
our party and claims its allegiance. 
But it is a mere simulacrum, a form 
without the substance of mocracy 
and no Democrat is bound by R. nor is 
it entitled to his fealty.

they assail the right of the citizen to 
contract for payment in any legitimate 
commodity. They decldre that the ob- 
ligations of the for which 
gold was received, and for the payme t 
of which, in the same coin, the national 
faith is pledged, may be paid in a de- 
preciated coin, and we declare that 
each and every one of these attacks and 
declarations are undemocratic... 

They make an assault on the Consti- 
tution, the time-honored principles of 
the Democratic party, and the distin- 
guished patriot and statesman who has 
twice led it to the only victories it has: 
achieved in thirty-six years. 

THE ISHMAEL OF PLATFORMS. 

It is the Ishmael of platforms. It 
raises ite hand against some of the 
principles of both parties, and all the 
principle of the Democratic party. It is 
begotten of unhallowed union between 
so-called Democracy, Populism and an- 
archy, and that the scriptures may be 
fulfilled, it may be a fugitive and wan- 
derer on the face of the earth. We hold 
that no argument is needed to show the 
revolutionary and anarchistic charac- 
ter of the doctrine that the laws can- 
not be enforced in a State by 
the executive to protect property 
which is in the jurisdiction of

We hold fhat it will rob the poor 
man of his wages and the rich man 
of his wealth; the widow of her sav- 
ings, the child of its patrimony; the 
soldier of his pension; the industrious 
of his toil and the inventor of the re- 
ward of his génius. We hold that it will 
demoralize and seriously disturb the 
immense trade and commerce of the re- 
public and drive the country to a dis- 
credited, depreciated and depreciating 
standard; smite our finances as with 
a palsy and trade with blight. We hold 
that the nation’s credit will fall pos- 
trate, its obligations will be dishonored 
and its unsullied character will 
Stained with fraud and deceit. . 

We claim that these averments are 
true, established by historical fact; by 
unanswerable reason; the opinions of the 
most distinguished political economists 
and the common honesty of the larg- 
est portion of our fellow-citizens. 

CREDULITY PLAYED UPON.. 

The credulity and  cupidity of 
some of our good citizens have 
deen Played upon and aroused 
by artful fanatics and cun- 
ning demagogues There are, how- 
ever, many honest, patriotic and intel- 
ligent men, who cling with all the 
strength of conviction, to the specious 
but unsound, theory of bimetallism at 
16 to 1. If their theory is denounced 
as false and pernicious, no imputa- 
tion is cast upon their character, nor 
any slur upon their intelligence. The 
free coinage of silver is, and has been, 
since Mr. Cleveland’s inauguration, the 
supfeme, overshadowing issue before 
the country. Upon that issue the 
President and a majority of his party’s 
representatives in Congress took oppo- 
site sides. In consequence, he has been 
powerless to effect financial reform and 
secure Immunity from gold-raiding on 
the treasury.

We 
cannot make bed-fellows, even in a 
night of furious storm and thick dark- 
ness, of our life-long antagonists.

EVENING MASS-MEETNG . 


Ex-Congressman Fellows Presides. 
Cleveland is Cheered. 
SN ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 2.—Although 
the Democratic convention proper held 
no session tonight as much interest as 
attached to the convention centered 
upon the mass-meeting held under the 
auspices of the Inaugurating Comniit- 
tee at the convention hall. Some of 
the most popular oratérs in the cuun- 
try, who are delegates to the conven- 
sion were billed to speak, and their 
names drew a brilliant, well-dressed 
audience, one which filled the galleries 
and the floor and included a large pro- 
portion of ladies. . 

Many delegates were in their seats 
under their State guidons. The speak- 
ers were late, so the band filled in the 
time until 8:30 o’clock, when 
J. McDowell Trimble of Kansas City 
called the meeting to order in place of 

D. Bynum, who was detained. 
The selection of himself, he said, was 
intended as a compliment to the Demo- 
crats of Missouri. He declared that the 
addresses to be delivered would be- 
come a part of the history of the re- 
public. The convention was founding 


a new organization to maintain old doc- 


trines, enlisting a new army to raise an 
old flag; not a lower standard of 
money, but a higher standard of in- 
tegrity and patriotism was needed, he 
and the government should 
neither aid nor encourage its citizens. 
20 Pe one-half their debts in money, 
and the other half by flat legislation. 

The chairman was ex-Congressman 
John R. Fellows of New York, and the 
speakers billed were Hon. L. R. Eh- 
rich of Colorado, D. W. Lawler of Min- 
nesota, F. H. Farrar of Louisiana and 
Congressman Breckinridge of . Ken- 
tucky. Col. Fellows, in his introduc- 
tory speech, was in his customary ele- 
ment, and was frequently cheered. The 
enthusiasm throughout his speech and 
the rest of the meeting was loud-voiced 
and frequent in expression. 

The tenor of Fellows’s speech was 
that the delegates had come together 
here to confront a peril which the ac- 
tion of the Chicago convention had 
crystallized into a declaration and a 
purpose which seriously menaced in- 
dividual prosperity and the prosperity 
of the nation. He asserted that they 
had assembled as Democrats who be- 
lieved to sustain the action of the Chi- 
cago convention was treason to De- 
mocracy. He was not only bitter in his 
denunciataion of the Chicago conven- 
tion, its platform and nominees, but 
was cutting in his references to the 
subsequent actions of Bryan and his 
running mates, Sewall and Watson. His 
speech was an eloquent effort and was 
frequently interrupted by tremendous 
applause. Fellows was followed by 
Louis R. Ehrich of Colorado.

After Ehrich's speech, which he cut. 


short, the chairman was overwhelmed 
with calls for Breck . To this 
storm, Fellows replied: “This call will 


only delay the pleasure you have 
reserve. Mr. Breckinridge will 
speak later.“ 

One of the everiing’sstrongest speeches 
was made by Hon. C. Lewis of New 
Jersey, who, although unknown to 
many of the audience, won great favor 
by the strength of his eloquence. When 
toward the close of his speech he de- 
clared that tœran the elements of gre@t- 
ness, for wisdom, strength and oppor- 
tunity, the greatest man in the world 
today is Grover Cleveland, the dele- 
gates came to their feet with a shrill 
burst of cheering and waved hats and 
handkerchiefs.

hat it might be thought that all of 
the far South was embittered by sec- 
tionalism, Fellows said, Mr. Farrar had 
been asked to speak. Farrar referred to 
the “Populistic anaconda that swal- 
lowed the Chicago convention,” and as- 
sured his hearers that the “reptile” had 
not spewed its slime or fastened its 
fangs on everybody in his part of the 
United States.

This announcement brought down 
howls of disappointment and there was 
much grumbling while the galleries 
were being emptied. The hour was 11 
o’clock. Col. Breckinridge had not been 
visible in the hall at any time during 
the meeting, and there was much spec- 
ulation concerning the circumstances os 
his failure to appear, 

COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 2.—The Com- 
mittee on Resolutions organized with 
Senator Vilas as chairman and Thomas 
C. Kurtz of Minnesota as secretary: It 
is probable a sub-committee will be ap- 
pointed to draft a platform. 

The Committee on Resolutions met 
soon after appointment. It is under- 
stood that a financial plank has been 
drawn by Secretary Carlisle and is be- 
fore the Committee on Resolutions. It 
declares distinctly for a single gold 
standard and makes no apology what- 
ever for the bond issues. 

There is no question about the adop- 
tion of a plank indorsing the adminis- 
tration, and the heartiness of the lan- 
guage will be limited only for a desire 
for good taste in the expression of ap- 
proval. 

It was finally determined to refer the 
platform to a sub-committee of ten, 
which was completed as follows: Wil- 
liam F. Vilas, isconsin; C. Vey Hol- 
man, Maine; C. P. Lewis, New Jersey; 
V. P. Kline, Ohio; James H. Eckels, II- 
linois; Edmund Cooper, Tennessee; T. 
G. Jones, Alabama; J. P. Irish, Califor- 
nia; H. W. Lamb, Massachusetts, and 
Albert Watkins, Nebraska. 

The full committee adjourned, and 
the sub-committee went into session on 
the promise that it would have a draft 
of the platform ready to submit to the 
full committee by 11 o’clock. The other 
members of the committee promised to 
be on hand and remain all night in an 
effort to report to the convention tomor- 
row. 

The hour when the Committee on 
Resolutions reassembled, they were in- 
formed that the sub-committee would 
not be able to report until 11 o’clock 
and the committee then adjourned un- 


til that hour. The sub-committee .con- 


tinued ite work. It was the object ‘of 
the committee to make the platform 
very short and the declarations with 
terseness. While declaring for the. re- 
tirement of greenbacks to be replaced 
with banks of issue, it is not the in- 
tention to prescribe the form of the 
legislation, and the planks heretofore 
offered on this subject will be modified 
to meet the requirements. The cur- 
rency plank is being drafted by Senator 
Vilas and Comptroller Eckels, and the 
tariff plank by Messrs. Holman of 
Maine, Watkins of Nebraska and Irish 
of California.

On the train were 
the Reception Committee from Spring- 
field and Kenton. A short stop was 
made at London for the nominee to 
shake hands with the crowd. 

SOMETHING ABOUT BUGS. 

SPRINGFIELD (O.,) Sept. 2.—Twen- 
ty thousand people greeted the Demo- 
cratic nominee here, cheering him 
from the time he left the train urtil 
the police finally fought a way for him 
: the train, bearing him to Toledo, 
Bryan said, in part: * 

Ladies and gentlemen: For few 
minutes only I shall occupy r at- 
tention, because a large portion of my 
Voice has been left along the line of 
travel, where it is still calling sinners 
to repentance. (Great laughter.) I am 
told that in this city you manufacture 
more agricultural implements than are 
manufactured in any other city of the 
country. I am glad to talk to people 
who recognize their dependence upon 
the farmers of this country. I have 
had occasion to talk to some who seem 


to imagine the harder up they make 


farmers the better they would he off. 
Zi am glad to talk to you who recorrize 
that the dollars which you receive are 
by those who convert the nat- 
resources of this country into 
money, those who till the soil, and 


| its fertility springs forth this nation’s 


primary greatness. As a matter of fact 
the farmers and laboring men are the 
foundation of society. (Cheers.) 

Upon this foundation is built the 
commercial classes, and the financier 
acts as a sort of roof over the whole 
thing. You can take off the roof and 
put on another, but you cannot destroy 
the foundation without ruining the 
whole building. (Applause.) Upon the 
prosperity of the great producers of 
wealth whom we call the masses, as 
distinguished from the classes, depends 
all the prosperity of this city. If you 
have the gold standard you legislate 
the value of money up and you Jegis- 
late property down. Our. opponents 
are trying to throw upon Providence 
the faults of your condition. If the 
farmer complains, he is not making 
much of his potato crop, they tell him 
it is due to the spud ‘bug,’ If he is 
not making much out of his corn, they 
tell him it is due to the ‘chinch bug.’ 
If he is not making much out of wheat, 
they tell him it is due to the ‘army 
worm.’ But let me tell you the ‘gold 
bug’ is destroying more crops than all 
of them. (Great laughter.) 

“The farmer is the most helpless vic- 
tim of circumstances of all producers 
of wealth. When he plants his crop 
in the spring he does not know whether 
there is going to be a flood or a 
drought, whether there is going to be 
hot winds or cold hail. He takes his 
chances, and I assert that when he has 
taken more chances than everybody else 
and survives all the calamities that 
visit the farm, it is not fair to drive 
hi between the bulls and ‘bears of 
Wall street and let them take from 
him what is left. (Great laughter and 
applause.) 

“The Democrats of this State have 
done well against great odds. In suite 
of great influences they declare for 
the restoration of the money of the 
Constitution. You met your opponcnts 
in open conflict, and by superiority 
of numbers overcame them. What do 
they do? The very people who have 
been calling all silver Democrats ‘Pop- 
ullsts' are trying to read us out of the 
party. When they found they could 
not read us out, instead of going out 
of the party and giving up the name, 
(we have provenour right to it) they try 
to go out and take the name with them, 
and call us Anarchists because we don’t 
go with them. (Applause.)

“Talk about Andrew Jackson be- 
longing to the gold-bug Democracy! 
(Laughter.) Go back to the time of 
Andrew Jackson and whom did we 
have arrayed against him? The very 
men who, after trying to use the Demo- 
cratic party for private gain, and, hav- 
ing failed, are now trying to elect the 
Republican candidate for President by 
nominating a gold-standard Democrat. 
(Cries of “They can’t do it.”) They 
take a hickory tree for their emblem. 
Why don’t they get something appro- 
priate? Why don’t they put upon 
their ballot the picture of an owl? 
(Laughter.) Nothing could be more 
appropriate. It looks wise, and does 
its work at night. (Laughter.) Or, if 
they don’t like the owl, take the mole.

PUNCTUATING HIS TOUR. . 


TOLEDO (Q.,) Sept. 2—William J. 
Bryan today again demonstrated that 
it made no difference whether his voice 
was hoarse or not, by making more 
speeches than he has for several days. 
He made long speeches at Springfield, 
Kenton and Findlay and tonight spoke 
again in this city. The party left Co- 
lumbus this morning and arrived at 
Springfield at 10:30 o’clock, where the 
nominee made a twenty-minute talk. 

The next stop of any consequence 
was Kenton, when Bryan addressed 
6000 citizens of that county. The ad- 
dress was made in the park of the lit- 
tle city and was well received. The 
crowd was made up mostly of farmers 
who cheered the utterances of the 
nominee heartily. Bryan endeavored 


that the issues of the campaign were 
serious and far-reachingy and he told 
them that when they had studied the 
money question their action would be 
determined by their sympathies, by 
their hearts. When they had studied 
‘the question, he said, he expected the 
support of every one who believed that 
all men were created equal, and that 
the government ought not to a respec- 
ter persons. At the same time, he 
expected the opposition of every man 
who thinks it is the duty of the gov- 
ernment to take care of the great cor- 
porations and leave the masses to take 
care of themselves. Bryan added: 

“I am willing that each man shall 
have whatever influence his neighbors 
are willing to give to him, but I object 
to any man using his official position 
to coerce uhe people who have opinions 
of heir own. (Great applause.) I 
have had my attention called in this 
State to an interview given out by the 
president of a great railroad to the 
employés of that road, furnished to 
the men when they got their pay. I 
want to say to you that if the object 
of the managers of the 1oad was merely 
to instruct the employés on the money 
question, we have entered upon a 
new era when the employer becomes 
school teacher, setting up a school of 
political economy and, becoming in- 
structor for all those who work for 
him. (Applause.) But if the object of 
that circular was to intimate to the 
employés that if they wanted to hold 
their positions they must make their 
views conform to the views of the em- 
ployers, then it is not a new idea, 
but merely a revival of the old idea 
that might makes right, and power 
used without regard to conscience or 
public good. 

“I want to remind the employés of 
the railroads that in this State they 
have the Australian ballot, whose 
blessings they did not secure through 
tbe aid of the presidents of railroads 
(Applause.) I have had men tell me 
they were compelled to join Pepub- 
lican clubs and wear the insignia of 
Republicans. I shall not complain if 
they do. I appreciate the condition of 
the man who feels his wife and children 
tugging at his garments, and who 
knows that want may stare in the face 
of those whom he loves if he dares ta 
assert the sovereign right of an Ameri- 
can citizen. (Great applause.) I rec- 
ognize the embarrassment of his posi- 
tion. I will not ask him to do any- 
thing which may endanger that posi- 
tion. Let him wear the opposition but- 
ton if he will. Let him put his name 
on their club list if he must. Let him 
contribute to the campaign if he will, 
but let him remember there is one 
day in the year when he is his own 
master and he can use a pencil as he 
pleases. (Tremendvus applause and 
cheers.) 

HE BROKE DOWN. 

Here the platform on which Bryan 
was standing partly collapsed, the west 
end of it going down under the weight 
of those standing on it. When order 
Was restored Bryan continued: 

“My friends, the crowd which found 
its way to this platform is but a drop 
in the bucket to that great crowd that 
is trying to get upon the Chicago plat- 
form. These platforms may frail;. 
they may brake down, but the Chi- 
cago platform is built upon a solid 
rock and can hold all that come.” (Ap- 
plause.) 

From Kenton the mémbers of the 
party took a special car for Toledo. The 
first noteworthy stop was at Findlay 
where the crowd of 4000 gave Bryan a 


hearty greeting. He was introduced to 


to impress his audience with the fact 


the crowd dy the chalrman of the 
State Central Committee. Bryan's brief 

h at Findlay provoked great en- 
thusiasm-. He confined his remarks to 
the effect of the appreciated gold dollar 
“upon the business of the country. 
and assured his audience that, should 
he be elected, the gold standard would 


not remain the standard of this country 


one moment longer than he could help 
to get rid of it. (Applause.) There were 
short speeches made at Bowling Green 
and Welker, and stops were made to al- 
low Bryan to shake hands with the 
crowds at Cygnet and Arlington, where 
crowds of farmers were gathered. The 
train arrived in this city a little after 
5 o’clock and Bryan was taken to the 
Boody House. In his speech made here 
he said: 
TALKS AT TOLEDO. 

“The day on which you cast your 
ballot may determine for a few years 
or forever, the financial policy of the 
United States. That day is the most 
important that has come to the United 
States in time of peace since the sign- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence. 
I want you to remember that when the 
great financial magnate says he must 
leave his party because his party has 
declared for the restdration of bimetal- 
lism, L.ywant you to recognize that his 
interest in money is no greater than 
yours. If that man is willing to desért 
that party of a lifetime in order to 
maintain a gold standard from which 
he derives profit, I want to ask you if 
throughout the land the tens of thou- 
sands and the millions of small-home 
owners will not be independent enough 
to break party ties, and march in solid 
phalanx for the protection of their 
common country. (Great applause.) 

„It a foreign fleet should cast anchor 
upon your shores and announce that 
they intended not to take all your 
property, but proposed to take one- 
half, what persons here would be will- 
ing to allow that fleet to proceed with- 
out his protest? And yet the people 
who intend to strike down one-half of 
all the standard money of the world, 
simply mean to do with you and your 
property what the fleets of the world 
would do if they came to destroy one- 
half of all your possessions. 

“TI simply quote what has been said 
by the hundreds before me when I tell 
you that the establishment of gold as 
the sole standard of the world means 
a decrease in the value of all your 
property and the virtual increase in 
all your obligations. More than that, 
it means the stagnation of business, 
the paralysis of industry, more tenants 
upon the farm in the place of home- 
owners, more laboring men in the 
streets and fewer at work. They may 
gloss it over.and ‘sound-money’ it, but 
it is ‘sound money’ that means the 
sound of the wail of distress. (Great 
applause.) They may call it ‘sound 
money’ if they like, but they cannot 
make dishonesty honesty by trying to 
change its name.” : 

COMPARES PLATFORMS. 

Continuing, Bryan entered into a 
comparison of the Republican and 
Democratic platforms, and he insisted 
that, despite the many declarations of 
purpose, the money question was the 
before the people. He 

ed: 


“If there is a man in the United 
States who believes the opening of our 
mints to the free and unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1 would be destructive to the welfare 
of the people of the United States, I 
do not want his vote, because I in- 
tend, so far as within me lies, to open 
the mints at the very first opportunity. 
(Great applause.) I have never be- 
lieved that a man should place his 
party above his country. I have be- 
lieved that a man serves his party best 
who loves his country best, and I am 
willing to give a free release to every 
Democrat whose conscience and judg- 
ment cannot support the policy for 
which I stand. I do not want you to 
think because I am only a little older 
than the Constitution requires, because 
I am classed among those who are 
called young, that there is to be any 
childish play in this campaign. (Great 
applause.) There is to be work in this 
campaign, and I don’t know but what 
@ young man may be able to work as 
hard as an older one. But, anyhow, 
I will promise you young men who are 
here and are thinking that sometime 
A nomination for the Presidency may 
fall on you, I will promise you if 
elected I will not recommend an 
change in the Constitution which raises 
the limit of age. 

“There are three classes of people, yea, 
four, interested in the restoration of bi- 
metallism. There is the farmer. His 
toil, his muscle, his sweat, his brain 
convert the natural resources of his na- 
tion into material wealth, and unless he 
can sell what he produces for more than 
the cost of production he cannot afford 
to produce it. The condition of the 


person among all, has grown worse and 
worse until the farmers’ sons are being 
driven into the cities to contest for any 
job with the people living in the cities. 
(Applause.) Laboring men are inter- 
ested in the restoration of bimetallism. 
Why? Because bimetallism gives more 
opportunities for labor, more constant 
employment, and that is the first thing 
the laborer desires. (Applause.) The 
business man is interested in bimetal- 
lism because he makes his money out 
of those to whom he sells. If farmers 
and laborers cannot buy, he cannot sell. 
And if he cannot sell, he cannot buy 
from the wholesaler or the manufac- 
turer. The business man is finding out 
that he needs free silver. Some of them 
have been letting their bankers do,gheir 
thinking and they let them adopt a 
gold standard without knowing its ef- 
fects on themselves. 
BUSINESS AND BANKS. 

“But these business men who have 
been relying upon the local bankers, 
find the local bankers rely upon the 
New York bankers, and the New York 
banker relies on the London banker, 
and a few great bankers hold strings to 
the brains of men who ought to think 
for themselves. (Tremendous applause.) 
The professional men, the doctors, 
the lawyers, you men who belong to 
the professions, live upon the produc- 
ers of wealth. You cannot destroy the 
prosperity of those who toil without 
undermining the foundation upon which 
you stand. There are a few interested 
in the gold standard. Who are they? 
Show me a man who has an office for 
life at a fixed salary and I will show you 
a man who has a pecuniary advantage 
in a gold standard. Becuse that salary 
becomes larger every day. But if you 
show me a man whose salary depends 
on business conditions, I will show 
you a man who will favor bimetallism 
before he loses his salary or his fam- 
ily are turned out of their house. (Ap- 
plause.) A man who has large fixed 
investments which draw a fixed amount 
of money annually is interested in the 
gold standard because the dollars which 
come increase in purchasing power and 
wealth therefore increases. 

“Bue there is another class which 
exerts a more potent influence upon 
legislation than the investment class, 
and that is the few money-changers, 
the few men living in the great money 
centers, who have their wealth in dol- 
lars out, not on long-time contract, but 
short-time contracts, or in the nego- 
tiation of great stocks and bonds. It 
they can make it necessary for the 
government to sell bonds at 104%, when 
they are worth 119 so money shavers 
are able to profit out of the extremities 
of the government, you might just as 
well go to the wolf and ask him to 
guard the welfare of your flock of 
lambs as to go to the money changers 
and ask them to prescribe a policy 
that would be good for the American 
people.

YELLOW FOR HIM. 

KENTON (O.) Sept. 2.—Bryan said 
in his speech at Bellefontaine that the 
crowd seemed to be afflicted with yel- 
low fever. Fully half of the people there 
wore big yellow labels inscribed Me- 
Kinley Club.“ Men and women bore 
them and waved them in front of the 
Democratic candidate. There were 
plenty of Bryan shouters in the crowd, 
however, and these cheered, while the 
brass band they had engaged played 
frantically in his honor. 

Bryan spoke as follows: “Our oppo- 
nents started out by saying that they 
were as good friends of bimetallism as 
we, but we have driven them to the 
open but secret advocacy of the gold 
standard, so that, whenever we come 
into a town where there are McKinley 
men, they have the name printed, not 
upon white and yellow paper, but on 
yellow paper. (Great applause.) We 
find that there is evidence of what is 
known as yellow fever. It differs from 
the old, in that the old yellow fever 
killed the men who had it, while the 
new yellow fever kills the people who 
do not have the fever. (Applause and 
cheers.) 

“We are all glad to see courage any- 
where, and when I find a man who be- 
lieves that this nation is not great 
enough to govern itself, and must ap- 
peal to foreign nations for aid, I am 
glad to have him put it on his hat. 
(Great applause.) I am glad that, in 
this campaign the people who are sup- 
porting the Chicago platform do not 
get down on their knees and appeal to 
Kings and Princes to legislate for the 
American people. (Applause.) 
WILL VENTURE INTO KENTUCKY.

HIS HIGH CHARACTER. 

LONDON, Sept. 2.—The Chronicle, in 
the course of an editorial on politics in 
the United States, dwelling upon the 
“high character” of Bryan, says: 

“We watch the contest with equanim- 
ity, because we believe that, even if 
Mr. Bryan is elected, the economic con- 
sequences will be less serious to foreign 
nations than was at first anticipated, 
although English investors may suf- 
fer severelv at first. The struggle is 
very interesting to England, because 
Mr. Bryan’s arguments might be Mr. 
Balfour's. If Mr. Bryan advocates re- 
pudiation on an exalted scale, Mr. Bal- 
four’s views mean repudiation on a 
moderate scale. Where we question the 
wisdom of Mr. Bryan’s campaign is in 
its applicability to the troubles of the 
American commonwealth. Things have 
not come to such a pass in America 
as to need a policy of semi-bank- 
ruptcy.” 


AMERICAN SILVER. 


Senator Teller Denies That Its Free 
Coinage was Obtainable. 
(BY ASSOUIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

DENVER (Colo.,) Sept. 2.—During 
the past few years Senator Teller's en- 
emies have industriously circulated the 
report that, if the senior Colorado Sen- 
ator and his silver colleagues had been 
willing to accept it, they could have 
secured the coinage of the American 
silver product. Since the announce- 
ment of the candidacy of Maj. McKin- 
ley, and especially since his nomina- 
tion, his Colorado friends have been 
particularly zealous in circulating the 
story, some of them going so far as to 
intimate that they have the informa- 
tion from Maj. McKinley himself. In 
reply to an inquiry concerning the mat- 
ter, Senator Teller hag written the fol- 


lowing letter: * 

DENVER (Colo.,) Aug. 7.— Hon. 
E. M. Ammonds, Symes, Colo.— 
Dear Sir: Yours of August 23, in 


which you ask the question, if in 1890, 
when the McKinley Bill was passed, 
the silver men could have secured the 
coinage of the American product,” is at 
hand. This story has n industri- 
ously circulated throughout the West 
during the last two years. There is 
not one word of truth in the statement. 
There has never been a time when the 
passage of such a bill could have been 
secured through either house of Con- 
gress. The free coinage’ of the Ameri- 
can product was always weaker in 
both houses than the unlimited colnage 
of silver. 

There has never been a President 
since I have been in political life who 
would have signed a bill for the coinage 
of the American product, nor has there 
been a time when such a. vote could 
have been had in either house of Con- 
gress. At St. Louis there was intro- 
duced in the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, after they had voted the free- 
coinage proposition down, a pro»osi- 
tion for the coinage of the American 
product, but it received exactly the 
same number of votes and the same 
number of negative votes against it 
that the unlimited coinage of silver did. 

Those who state that there has been 
a time when the free coinage of the 
American product could have been se- 
cured are either grossly ignorant or 
very wicked. Mr. McKinley has never 
at any time favored the coinage of the 
American product and his letter of ac- 
ceptance shows that he is not friendly 
to any legislation favorable to silver,

AFTER BOSLEY’S. PLANT. 


ALLEGED ATTEMPT TO BLACKMAIL 
A PROPERTY-OWNER. 


First Offered Valuciess Lots in Trade 
and Then Hatched Up a Con- 
spiracy - One of the Alleged 
Swindlers Reported to Have Left 
Town. „ 


The courts will probably be called 
upon in a few days to deal with a quar- 
tette of alleged swindlers who endeav- 
ored to obtain, either by fair means or 
foul, possession of a pumping plant in 
the oil regions valued at $1600. 

The plant is owned by George W. 
Bosley, a man 68 years of age, who owns 
considerable other property in the oil 
regions. 

The story, as related to Chief Glass, 
reads like a romance. Bosley, for about 
ten months, had been rooming at the 
home of Mrs. Narcissa T. Dodson, a 
grass widow, 49 years of age, who lived 
at Park Place. The house in which 
Mrs. Dodson lived was leased by E. 
Root, a man 78 years of age. Root sub- 
let the house to Mrs. Dodson and re- 
served a room for himself. Bosley and 
Root met frequently and one day last 
June Bosley remarked to Root that he 
would like to sell his pumping plant, 
and if Root would send him a purchaser 
he would pay him a commission. 

The day following this conversation, 
two men named George Simpson and 
Rich called on Bosley, having been 
sent, it is alleged, by Root. They of- 
fered him twenty-one lots in Angelino 
Heights and $700, $500 down and the 
rest in monthly installments of $100 
each, for the pumping plant. The lots 
were mortgaged for $670, which Bosley 
would have to assume. 

Bosley sent his son to look at the 
lots next day, and he came back and 
said they were no good. Theref 
Bosley refused to make the trade. The 
men expressed their displeasure and 
left. According to the story as related 
to the police, the two men, Rich and 
Simpson, entered into a conspiracy, it 


to force Bosley to make the trade. On 
the night of August 21, Bosley, who 
for a few nights had been sleeping 
near his pumping plant, went to his 
room at Mrs. Dodson's owing to the 
noise made by the machinery of the 
pumping plant. 

When he entered the house all was 
dark. He struck a match and entered 
his room, and, it is said, Mrs. son, 
a few minutes later, entered in her 
night robe, and announced her inten- 
tion of staying all night. While Bosley 
was in a compromising position, it is 
claimed, she coughed, apparently as a 
signal, and Rich and Simpson, who 
were secreted In Root’s room, rushed in 
and the former struck a match, and ex- 
claimed, it is said, We have you now, 
I guess you will be willing to make 
that trade.“ 

It is further claimed that they threat- 
ened all sorts of exposures, but Bos- 
ley told them to do their worst and de- 
nounced them as blackmailing swind- 
lers. So enraged was he that the al- 
leged swindlers left. However, they 
called on him the next day, and pro- 
posed to him that he take a trust deed 
for the Angelefio Heights lots, ve 
them a clear deed to the pumping plant 
and his note for $500. 

Bosley gave them no satisfaction, and 
meantime his attorney had gone to 
Mrs. Dodson and, it is said, got her to 
confess that she had participated in 
the plot and was to get $500 as her 
share, besides an allowance. Root 
was to be remunerated and Rich and 
Simpson were to get the plant. Mrs. 
Dodson, it is alleged, made an affida- 
vit to that effect, and had it duly sub- 
Seri and sworn to. This affidavit 
is now in the hands of Bosley. 

The matter was reported to Chief 
Glass, but Bosley at first did not wish 
to prosecute, as he did not want the 
publicity of-the thing. James E. Mett- 
win, the oil inspector, and a special 
officer, has been looking the matter 
up, and has learned, it is said, that 
Mrs. Dodson has fied to Orange. 

Now that the story is public, Bosley 
will probably swear to complaints 
against the alleged conspirators, and 
press the case.

Will Pass to am Exiled Nephew in 
This Country.

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 2.—(Special Dis- 


patch.) ‘The vast estates of Prince. 
Lobanoff will pass to a man who, six- 
teen years ago, came to St. Louts as 
a Russfan exile, hunted and proscribed. 
This man disappeared a year later. 
taking with him the divorced wife of 
Prof, Jules Belin, a teacher of French. 
Since then he has been heard from but 
once, and then it was alleged he had 
gone to New York and had there been 
sentenced to prison. 

The exile is a nephew of the late 
Prince. His name is Lobanoff, and be- 
fore his exile he was a judge of the 
criminal court of Odessa. He was a 
Nihilist, and when this fact was dis- 
covered he fled for his life. He first 
stopped in Paris, and from there came 
to St. Louis, bringing a letter of rec- 
ommendation to Dr. Chartier. On the 
advice of Dr. Chartier he discarded the 
name of Lobanoff and assumed the 
name of Leonard. 

Through Dr. Chartier’s influence he 
secured a position in a jewelry store, 
taking up his abode in a boarding- 
house kept by Mme. Recape, divorced 
wife of Prof. Belin. After a few 
months Leonard determined to marry 
Mme. Recape. Owing to Dr. Chartier's 
objection, he eloped with her a year 
after his appearance in St. Louis. The 
news reached St. Louis some years la- 
ter that Leonard was in trouble in New 
York on account of his attentions to the 
wife of a well-known New York im- 
pressario. 


TOWNS SHAKEN DOWN. 


Terrific Earthquakes and Typhoon 

in Japanese Provinces. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.) 
YOKOHAMA, Sept. 2-—(By Asiatic 
Cable.) Much alarm is felt here over 
a meager report of a great earthquake 
which occurred in the northeast prov- 
ince of the main island of Japan on 
Monday evening. The town of Rukogo 
has been entirely destroyed, and sev- 
eral other towns severely damaged. 
Many persons are. reported to have 
been killed by the earthquake, and a 
larger number injured, while a multi- 
tude suffered severe losses by damage 


to property 
The places visited by the earthquake 


are the same as those devastated by 
the terrible earthquake and tidal wave 
of June 15 last, when a large number 
of towns were wiped out and the esti- 
mated loss of life was 30,000. The 
provinces of Eckuesan and Rikuchu 
along the coast from the  isl- 
and of Jonkasan northward, were 
the principal sufferers today. The 
recollections of the havoc to hu- 
man life wrought by that convulsion 
causes grave anxiety as to what fur- 
ther reports may show of the result of 
Monday’s earthquake. 

On the same day a typhoon caused 
extensive damage in Southern Japan. 


MINING NOTES. 


More than four thousand stamps are 
at present in operation in California. 

The aggregate capital of the 526 Aus- 
tralian mining companies floated in 
London in 1895 was £53,796,394. 

New Zealand exported $4,448,000 
worth of gold last year. Three-quar- 
ters of it came from the west coast 
and Otago. 

(Lancaster Gazette:) M. Simmons is 
happy over the rich prospect of ore 
that he struck on a claim near Almon- 
dale. Traces of gold are found all 
along the mountains to the south. 

(San Diego Sun:) The Chicago and 
British company that is preparing to 
establish a forty-stamp mill and reduc- 
tion plant on Cedros Island, in Mexi- 
can waters, will probably use the cyan- 
ide process to extract the gold. The 
ore is largely high grade, 

(Bland, N. M., Herald:) With a small 
mill many of the old claims that are 
now considered valueless could be 
made to pay handsomely. Around 
Cerbat, on Burro Creek, in the Cheme- 
huevis Mountains and in the Black 
Cafion range are hundreds of small 
claims on which a small mill could be 
run at a profit. 

The gold miners of the Yukon region 
are anxious for better means of getting 
in and out of the country, and par- 
ticularly for better mail facilities. 


Yukon Order of Pioneers was held at 
Forty-mile Creek, and the Canadian 
government was memorialized to au- 
thorize the construction of a railroad 
from Taku Bay to Tatlin Lake, the 
headwaters of the Hootalinka River, 
a distance of about sixty miles. 

(Portland Oregonian:) Charles Fos- 
ter, once Secretary of the Treasury for 
Uncle Sam, believes in running things 
on a gold basis. The syndicate of 
which he is the head has sent Victor 
Brand from Fostoria, O., to erect a 
five-stamp concentrating and amalga- 
mating mill on the line of the Sumpter 
Valley railroad, nine miles from Baker. 
The mill will be used as a custom mill, 
and for experimenting on some mines 
that the syndicate have bonded. 

The Albuquerque Citizen gays that 
Francis L. Hall of Boston is now en- 
gaged in putting up reduction works 
at Tuerto, near Albuquerque, to begin 
grinding ore from the Candelaria mine. 
He has ten men at work in the Cande- 
laria ground, and the ore is losing the 
refractory. character which it had 
when the vein was first opened. Much 
of the rock now taken out goes as high 
as $40 to Be — 9 the indications 
are now favorable for a large stam 
mill to be run by water power. * 

Placer county was a rich one in the 
days of surface digging, but, since 
those diggings ran out, it has fallen 
behind Amador, Sierra and Nevada 
counties.

Chang was interviewed at the Waldorf 
Hotel today by a number of reporters. 
In response to the query whether the 
Earl, who has said so many pleasant 
things about Americans, had any un- 
favorable comments to make. His Ex- 
cellency replied that he would not say 
anything about this country. He added, 
however, that he thought there were 
too many political parties here, and 
asked why the newspapers did not 
bring them together. When asked to 
make a comparison between this coun- 
try and England, he declined, saying 


that he had nothing unfavorable to say 
of either. 


In answer to the question what he 
had been most interested in, he said 
our tall buildings were very wonder- 
ful, but that they would hardly do in 
China on account of the typhoons. 
Earl Li was asked whether he expected 
any modification of the Geary law. He 
replied he hoped for it. 

“Was Your Excellency influenced in 
determining to go home through Can- 
ada by the treatment of the Chinese in 


States, especially Califor~ 
n * 


“I choose to go through Canada for 
two reasons: First, because when I 
was high commissioner in China, I was 
constantly receiving memorials and 
complaints from emigrants in San 
Francisco that they were not allowed 
rights which under American laws, 
they were entitled to. My assistance 
was constantly invoked to secure them 
these rights. Instead of being able to 
do so, your Congress curtailed what 
rights they had and made their situa- 
tion worse. I do not go through the 
States where Chinese have been so 
treated, and I know I would be besieged 
by Chinamen in California having com- 
plaints to make.“

“I was told in China,” he contin 
“that the steamship «.mpress of CRina 
was the largest and most comfortable 
of those on the Pacific Coast, and de- 
cided to go by the way of Vancouver 
instead of taking a smaller steamship 
at San Francisco. 

“I wish to say more about the exciu- 
sion Act. The Exclusion Act is most 
unfair and most foolish because it ig 
admitted by all who have studied po- 
litical economy that competition, and 
competition alone, will keep the mar- 
kets in good health, whether the mar- 
ket is one of commerce or labor.

THE INDIANAPOLIS CONVENTION, | 


The Democratic National Convention 
assembled at Indianapolis yesterday. 
The convention which’ met at Chicago 
on July 7 was not the real Democratic 
National Convention, but was an in- 
congruous and disorderly assemblage 
made up in large part of Populists, 
Anarchists, Socialists, and imprac- 
ticables. The proceedings of the con- 
vention were un-Democratic. The 
platform adopted was un-Democratic. 
The ticket nominated was un- Demo- 
cratic. 

It is not a matter for wonder that 
the sure-enough Democrats who were 
delegates to the Chicago convention 
refused to be bound by the action and 
the platform of that gathering. No 
self-respecting Democrat who loves 
the principles of his party and re- 
spects its honorable traditions can 
consistently support the Chicago ticket 
and platform. Democrats who do 80 
cease to be Democrats, in the higher 
and better sense of the word. 

That these self-respecting Democrats 
should refuse to be bound by the Chi- 
cago convention was inevitable. That 
they should call a national convention 
was to be expected. The placing of a 
ticket in the field will be but a natural 
sequence of what has gone before. A 
formal indorsement of the Republican 
ticket could not, in the nature of 
things, be reasonably expected. The 
nomination of an independent. ticket 
will preserve the party organization, 
and form a basis for future action.

TONIGHT’S CAUCUSES. 


The Republican caucuses are to be 
held this evening in the several pre- 
cincts of the city. As has been shown 
in these columns, there are particular 
and strong reasons why all honest 
citizens, who believe in electoral purity 
and object to the domination of small- 
souled and unscrupulous political 
tricksters, should make their influence 
felt at the primaries.

RUSSELL ON ARBITRATION. 


In 1883, on the occasion of the North- 
ern Pacific Railway system being com- 
pleted to Portland, Or., a great demon- 
stration was made in favor of Henry 
Villard, the president of the road. 
Among thé speakers on that occasion 
was Sir Charles Russell of Killowen 
in Ireland, then simply a successful 
barrister with the title of Queen’s coun- 
sel. He has since been elevated to the 
peerage and made Lord Chief Justice 
of the British empire. On the occa- 
sion referred to he made far and away 
the best speech delivered, and spoke 
of the American fashion of referring 
to the war of 1812 as “the last war 
with England.” He said he hoped the 
verbiage of that expression, for the 
good of humanity, might never be 
changed. 

He was singularly felicitous, in his 
Saratoga speech of last week, in his 
reference to the power of the press as 
a great popular medium of education, 
when he said: 

“Public opinion is a force which 
makes itself felt in every corner and 
cranny of the world, and is most pow- 
erful in the communities most civil- 
ized. In the public press and in the 
telegraph it possesses agents by which 
its power is concentrated and speedily 
brought to bear where there is any 
public wrong to be exposed and repro- 
bated, It, year by year, gathers 
strength as general enlightenment ex- 
tends its empire and a higher moral 
altitude is attained by mankind. It 
has no ships of war upon the seas or 
armies in the fleld, and yet great po- 
tentates tremble before it and humbly 
bow to its rule.” 

The learned gentleman then went 
on to speak of the growing distaste for 
war which pervades all nations that 
are susceptible of a higher civiliza- 
tion; and of the increasing demand for 
arbitration to prevent the suspension 
of maritime commerce, that is one of 
the invariable concomitants of war. 
Referring particularly to this His 
Lordship said: 

“In our own times the desire has 
spread and grown strong for peaceful 
methods for the settlement of inter- 
national disputes. The reason lies on 
the surface. Men and nations are more 
enlightened; the grievous burden of 
military armaments is sorely felt, and 
in these days when, broadly speak-~ 
ing, the people are enthroned, their 
views find free and forcible expres- 
sion in a world-wide press.“ 

Few men have had better opportu- 
nities for noting the power of the press 
or its manifold influences upon the 
progress of a great world’s enlighten- 
ment than the eminent British jurist 
whom we have just quoted. In his 
lecture the press was really a for- 
eign issue, but he realizes its potency 
in the repeal of injudicious legislation 
and was therefore bound to refer to it, 
which he did in a manner as brief as 
it was graceful. 

In our own country the sentiment is 
a growing one in favor of arbitration 
in all international disputes. Of 
course, there will always be several 
classes of men who desire war. One 
of these is the class who, through dis- 
sipation or other causes, have become 
bankrupt in reputation in “the piping 
times of peace” and want a chance to 
retreive their lost reputation by the 
sword. Another class is composed of 
speculators, who foresee great pe- 
cuniary gain in furnishing supplies 
and transportation to the army and 
navy in such exigencies. Last, and 
least reputable of all, are the pension 
attorneys who wish to live off dead 
men’s bones by getting pensions for 
widows and orphans and fat fees for 
themselves. 


world’s noblest and purest men favor 
arbitration as a method that has come 
with a mature civilization.

| VERMONT SETS THE PACE, 


The State election held in Vermont 
on Tuesday is a “straw” which indi- 
cates unmistakably the direction in 
which the political wind is blowing. 
The Green Mountain State has set a 
lively pace in the Republican proces- 
sion, and if we can keep step to that 
music Mr. Bryan will not receive the 
electoral vote of a single . Northern 
State. 

The Republican plurality in Vermont 
in 1896 is somewhere between 35,000 
and 40,000. It is probably much nearer 
the latter than the former figures. In 
1892 the Republican plurality for Gov- 
ernor was 19,702, and in 1894 it was 
28,521. When the full and corrected 
returns are in, it will probably appear 
that the Republican vote this year is 
the largest ever cast in Vermont, and 
that the Democratic vote is the small- 
est cast for a generation. 

The causes and influences which 
have contributed to the unprecedented 
Republican victory in Vermont are at 
work throughout the United States, 
and will bring about like results in 
other sections of the country. Not 
least among these is the disgust felt 
by conservative Democrats for the Chi- 
cago platform and ticket. Thousands 
of old-time Democrats in Vermont 
voted for the Republican candidates at 
the State election to emphasize their 
disapproval of Altgeldism, Bryanism, 
free-silverism, and the other dangerous 
and impracticable isms advocated in 
the Chicago platform.

I do not believe in 
protection, and I shall never be con- 
verted to it. But in the throes of a 
deadly malady I cannot afford to reject 
the only physician who is in a situation 
to help me, because his poltical opin- 
ions are different from mine, or even 
because I think there are better phys- 
icians than he, if they could only be 
had in time.

“In 1894 the potato crop of the 
United States was, in round numbers, 
170,000,000 bushels, and the average 
price 53 cents. 

“In 1895 the estimated potato crop 
was 400,000,000 bushels, and «the aver- 
age price was 26 cents. 

“The fall in both cases was due to 
the same cause, overproduction.”

BRYANITE SOPHISTRIES. 


If young Bryan can be kept driveling 
until the latter part of October, the 
verdict of the ballots in favor of Maj. 
McKinley will without dowbt be prac- 
tically unanimous. The speeches he is 
making are well calculated to disgust 
men of thought and intelligence, and 
t® make votes by the thousands for 
McKinley, 

Speaking at Columbus, O., on Tues⸗ 
day, Mr. Bryan said: 

“Suppose all the world agreed to 5) 
ratio of 32 to 1, and suppose they made 
the change by doubling the size of the 
silver dollar. Do you know what that 
would mean? It would mean the re- 
coining of four billions of silver dol- 
lars into two billions of silver dollars, 
It would mean, first, the shrinkage of 
one-half of all the silver of all the 
world, measured in dollars, and a 
shrinkage of one-quarter of all the 
metallic money of the world. It would 
mean an increase in the purchasing 
power of every dollar. It would mean 
a decrease in the value of property in 
the world of billions of dollars, and an 
increase in the burden of debts of the 
world billions of dollars more. We 
are in favor of a ratio of 16 to 1, not 
because we produce silver, but because 
we use both gold and silver, and need 
all the gold and silver to keep the 
parity between money and property.” 

Such a specimen of loose reasoning 
and slipshod logic is worthy of the 
cause in which it was uttered and of 
the man who uttered it. Scarcely one 
of the statements in the above extract 
is literally, or even approximately, 
true. The doubling. of the size of the 
silver dollar would not mean “the re- 
coinage of four billions of silver dol- 
lars into two billions of silver dollars.” 
There are not in all the world, civilized 
and uncivilized, four billions of silver 
dollars, nor two billions. The total 
volume of all the silver coins in the 
world is roughly estimated at about 
four billions of dollars in value, meas- 
ured by our money. But Mr. Bryan as- 
sumes, either ignorantly or with de-. 
liberate intent to deceive, that all this 
vast volume of money is now held at 
a value, or ratio to gold, of 16 to 1. 
Such, of course, is not the case. A 
very large proportion of the world’s 
silver coinage rests upon the bullion 
value of silver, which is to gold about 
as 32 to 1. The “doubling the size of 
the silver dollar” would not affect 
these coins, which rest solidly upon 
the bullion basis of the metal which 
they contain. The doubling of the 
size of our silver dollar would not in- 
crease its purchasing power a particle, 
for its purchasing power does not de- 
pend upon the amount of silver it con- 
tains. It depends, instead, upon the, 
pledge of the government to maintain 
all its money, of whatsoever kind, at 
a parity with gold. 

What Mr. Bryan evidently meant to 
say gvas, in effect, this: “If the amount 
of metal in every silver coin now in 
existence were doubled, there would 
be only silver enough in the world to 
make half as many coins as are now 
in existence, hence the value or pur- 
chasing power of the coins remaining 
would necessarily be doubled.” Even 
this is a non sequitur. Mr. Bryan and 
other apostles of free and unlimited 
silver coinage fall into the great error 
ot supposing that the prices of com- 
modities are controlled by the volume 
of money. It is a favorite postulate 
of their financial doctrine that if the 
volume of money be cut in two, and 
one-half eliminated, the remaining half 
will have double the purchasing power 
that it had before. 

This proposition is, in fact, one of 
the main pillars upon which rests the 
free-coinage doctrine of finance. It is 
a- proposition not based upon sound 
reasoning. It assumes that money is 
an absolute essential to trade, which 
is a false assumption. Trade existed 
before money was thought of, and it 
would continue if every dollar of 
money were annihilated. The vast vol- 
ume of trade is, in fact, carried on 
without the use of money, through the 
exchange of credits. The actual vol- 
ume of money in existence is a matter 
of comparatively small moment as af- 
fecting the volume of trade or the 
prices of commodities. Confidence, 
upon which rests credit, is the all-im- 
portant factor. If confidence be im- 
paired, trade will languish, whether 
the volume of money be great or small. 
As has been well remarked by Maj. 
McKinley and others, it is the activity, 
not the volume, of money that counts. 

Suppose the scheme of Mr. Bryan 
and his supporters were carried into 
effect. We should have at once, in the 
United States, a shrinkage of about 
one-half in the purchasing power of 
every dollar of our currency save gold. 
This means that it would take two 
dollars to do the business which one 
dollar will now do. In other words, 
all our money save gold would in effect 
be reduced in volume by about one- 
half. Add to this the contraction 
which would ensue from the virtual 
retirement of all our gold coins, and 
it is evident that we should have, as 
the immediate effect of free coinage, 
a more violent and radical contraction 
of the currency than the silverites 
claim was brought about by the 
“crime” of 1873—which, by the way, 
was no crime, and did not result in any 
contraction of the currency, but rather 
in its expansion. 

The whole fabric of the silverite 
contention is based upon falsehood 
and wrong assumption. Being false in 
premise, it is necessarily falsé in con- 
clusion. It will fail before the suffrages 
of the American people, because it 
does not deserve to succeed. 


A Cheap-John Populist organ call- 
ing itself the National Intelligencer, 
published at Washington, D. C., prints 
a map giving an estimate of the elec- 
toral vote. Bryan is given every 
State in the Union excepting those of 
New England, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and New Jersey, which are 
classed as doubtful.

In pro- 
portion to her population Australia 
virtually takes the lead, as she has less 
than four millions of people, if you 
take out her native blacks. Yet silver 
has never yet entered into Australian 
politics because she has no paper 
money of less denomination than $10.

City: The weather was slightly cooler 
than the average the first two days of 
the week, but the remaining days were 
warm and sultry, with the temperature 
ranging in excess of the normal. Light 
sprinkling rains fell on the 28th and 
29th. The highest temperature was 91 
deg.; lowest, 57 deg. La Cafiada: The 
weather was favorable for growing 
and drying fruits during the past week. 
Wine grapes are ripening and grapes 
generally are of excellent quality, but 
the crop is short. Aer temperature, 
84 deg.; lowest, 55 deg. Duarte: The 
temperature was about normal except 
at the close of the week, when a hot 
wave prevailed. A trace of rain fell 
here on the 28th, and quite a heavy 
shower fell a few miles west of this 


temperature, 97 deg.; lowest, 54 deg. 

Orange County—Santa Ana: 
weather was warmer than the average 
and on the 29th and 30th the tempera- 
ture reached 92 and 89 deg. respectively. 
High morning fogs prevailed and the 


Lima beans, which are of excellent 
quality. Peat-lands celery promises a 
good yield of superior quality. Capis- 
trano: Highest temperature, 86 deg.; 
lowest, 66 deg. 

San Diego County—San Diego City: 
The mean temperature for the week 
was 70 deg, which was one degree in 
excess of the weekly normal, this ex- 
cess being due to the unusually high 
temperature of 88 degrees on the 29th. 
The rainfall amounted to .09 inches, 
which fell during the early morn- 
ing of the. 29th, which was the same 
amount in excess of the normal. Crops 
are in good condition and have not been 
injured by the weather. La Costa: Since 
last report the weather has been pleas- 
ant and uniform, the temperature rang- 
ing from 54 deg. in the morning to 78 
deg. in the middle of the day. We had 
no rain on the 16th, but a light shower 
tell on the 29th.

Lents a “Self-confessed Opium 
. Smoker—Willing to Swear to 
Anytifag for a Price—Admits 
That He Perjured Himself. . 


A sensational story, in the main 
false, appeared in the Herald yesterday 
morning, which was intended to cast 
discredit on Judge Ling, one of the at- 
torneys for the defense in the Wong 
Chee murder case. 

The foundation for the story is an al- 
leged sworn statement of a self-con- 
fessed opium smoker, named C. M. 
Louis, who was one of the witnesses for 
the prosecution at the preliminary ex- 
amination. This statement was to the 
effect that Judge Ling and others had 
offered him money to leave the city. 

The Herald says: Upon tte 
1 up yesterday, and the plea hav- 
ing been entered, Attorney Appel stood 
up with a lengthy typewritten docu- 
ment in his hand. He stated that his 
side wished the day for trial set as early 
as possible, and that he held in his 
Hand a statement made by C. M. Louis. 
one of the important witnesses in the 
case, in the presence of George P. 
Phibbs, associate counsel] for the prose- 
cution. It was to the effect that Louis 
had been interviewed and offered money 
to leave town. 

“It seemed as if counsel was walking 

on the edge of a volcano, but for the 
time the danger line was passed, and 
* 88 20 was set as the date for 


The attorneys present were anxious 
to know exactly what the typewritten 
statement held by Attorney Appel con- 
tained. It was generally realized that 
it was a highly important document 
‘and would make very interesting read- 
ing. It is quite possible that at a later 
stage of the case it may prove of im- 
portance, but meantime it is here pro- 
duced for the purpose of illuminating 
the public mind regarding certain 
phases of what promises to be a noted 
case, and also to throw a side light on 
the methods prevailing in Chinatown.” 

No one who was present in the court- 
room when the alleged remarks of At- 
torney Appel were uttered, remembers 
the occurrence. The clerk was seated at 
his desk all the time and he is positive 
that no such scene occurred. Judge 
Ling and Attorney Davis deny that 
anything like it took place. 

The case was originally set for 10 
o’clock Tuesday morning. At that time 
the attorneys.on both sides agreed to a 
continuance till 2 o’clock, as Judge 
Smith, before whom the matter was to 
come, was not present, it being his va- 
cation. At 2 o’clock the attorneys ap- 
peared in court again and Judge Clark, 
acting for Judge Smith, overruled the 
motion to set aside the information, the 
defendants entered a plea of not guilty 
and the case was set for trial Septem- 
ber 21, not September 20, as the Herald 
stated, as that date is dundee:

Southern Pacific and the Valley 
Road Slashing Rates. 


Great Reductions Already and 
More in Prospect. 


| Grain Shippers are Enjoying Un- 
Preeedentedliy Low Rates—The 
Santa Fe Washouts Have Been 
Repaired—Steamer Passengers. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 2.—The 
traffic officials of the Southern Pacific 
Company and Traffic Manager Moss of 
the San Francisco and San Joaquin 
Valley Railway are unable to agree 
as to which points in the San Joaquin 
Valley on their respective lines are 
competitive and serve the same terri- 
tory. As a result both lines are in- 
dulging in a promiscuous slashing of 
freight rates, and if the misund 
standing continues much longer 
lines will be hauling freight to and 
from the valley for nothing. The 
Southern Pacific Company issued an- 
other amendment to its grain tariff 
today, in which it reduces its rates 
on grain from a number of points in 
the valley. In many instances the 
new rates are less than the rates pub- 
lished in the grain tariff issued by the 
company in July, which was intended 
to meet the grain tariff of the Valley 
road. The Southern Pacific’s July 
tariff was followed by a tariff prepared 
by Mr. Moss of the Valley road, in 
which he reduced the grain charges 
of his company, and now the Southern 
— Company, in a grain schedule 

repared by Assistant General Freight 
— Luce has come to the front with 
reduced rates, calculated to meet the 
Valley road’s latest tariff. 

Traffic er Moss says he can- 
not understand why the Southern Pa- 
cific Company persists in reducing its 
rates, and declares he will issue an 
amendment to his grain tariff tomor- 
row to meet the rates issued by the 
Southern Pacific Company yesterday. 
Assistant General Freight Agent Luce 
says the Southern Pacific Company 
will be forced to still further modify 
its grain figures if the Valley road in- 
dulges in any more rate-cutting, and 
just where the war will stop nobody 
seems to know.

DISCOURAGING NEWS RECEIVED 
FROM AN ALASKA MINER. 


Prospective Street Improvements. 
Much Oppesition isn Developing 
Against the Petition to Cammate 
the Sentence of the Cammings 
Brothers. 


RIVERSIDE, Sept. 2.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Some months ago James 
Patton sent Joe Bell to Alaska to hunt 
for a gold mine. Bell is a well-known 
prospector and it was hoped he would 
strike it rich. A letter has just been 
received by Mr. Patton from him, dated 
at Six-Mile Creek, Cook's Inlet, Alaska. 
The letter had been sent 250 miles to 
the nearest postoffice, and thence for- 
warded to this country. Bell said he 
had just returned from an extensive 
prospectig tour, which had resulted in 
finding nothing worth working. There 
had been 3000 men camped on Cook's 
Inlet, all of whom had met with the 
same discouragement, and about half 
had already left. Bell says it is the 
hardest country to traverse he was ever 
in. Two men had been drowned in the 
inlet. and one man was lost in a gla- 
cler. There is nothing of an encourag- 
ing nature in the letter. 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

The City Trustees some time since 
took steps to have curbs put in on 
Walnut, Eleventh, Main and other 
streets. Many of the property-holders 
have let contracts for the curbs. It is 
now understood that all this work must 
be finished by December 10, on which 
date the Trustees will let contracts for 
all that portion unfinished. 

THE CUMMINGS PETITION. 

The petition for the commutation of 
the sentence of the Cummings brothers 
from hanging to life imprisonment is 
not meeting with much success among 
the people most familiar with the cir- 
cumstances of the murder. Judge 
Noyes, before whom the case was tried, 
refused to sign the petition, but said he 
would forward to Gov. Budd a state- 
— of the circumstances of the mur- 

er. 

There are some features of the case 
which haven't been made fully known. 
There is evidence that the robbery of 
old man Narramore had been planned 
for five or six months, and when they 
came to carry out their plan and it 
became evident that he had recognized 
them they did not hesitate to kill him. 
Officers claim, moreover, that the Cum- 
mings boys admitted after their con- 
viction, that they had twice consulted: 
among themselves whether they should 
not kill the Mexican boy who was as- 
sociated with them in the robbery, and 
had expressed regret that they had not 
done so, and thus put all evidence 
against them out of the way. 

The Cummings brothers had provided 
the best robbers’ retreat that was ever 
known in this section, in the form of a 
dug-out in a large horse pasture. This 
retreat was almost perfectly concealed 
from view, and there they proposed to 
extract honey they stole, and conceal 
general plunder. 

Their plans were fully laid for whole- 
sale operations in this section, and had 
they not been captured and convicted 
for the murder of Narramore they 
would undoubtedly have carried on 
depredations with a high hand. 

The sentimentalism of those who 
would rescue these men from the full 
execution of the sentence against them 
meets little response from level-headed 
men who wish to see crime stamped 
out in this county.

MISREPRESENTED. 


The Facts About mt the Strike Among 
Pagh’s Men. 

John Pugh & Sons, proprietors of the 
Ninth-street planing-mill, say that their 
attitude toward their employés was 
misrepresented in an account which ap- 
peared yesterday in a morning paper 
of this city. They say that they have 
violated no contract with their men. 
Some walking delegates called upon 
them recently and insisted that they 
must pay all their men a uniform rate 
of $3 a day. The firm have been paying 
all the way from $2.25 to $3.50. They 
said they would accede to the demand 
as soon as they had completed the jobs 
now in hand, provided other con- 
cerns wold do the same. This was 
not satisfactory to the delegates, and 
the men were ordered out. 

Pugh & Sons say that they never ask 
whether a man belongs to the union. 
They make no discrimination, and em- 
ploy both union and non-union men. 
They have hired men to take the places 
of the strikers at Third and Main 
streets, and propose to go on with the 
work. If necessary they will employ 
Only non-union men, though they do 
not wish to be forced to discriminate. 

It was reported yesterday that the 
walking delegates had some difficulty 
in persuading the men to go out, but 
three or four buckets of beer served to 
establish a friendly feeling, and the 
men finally yielded.

ANGRY ALLIANCE MEN. 


THEY BLAME LOS ANGELES FOR 
THE BOORISHNESS OF BOSSES. 


How the City’s Good Name and 
the Party’s Campaign are Suffer- 
ing for the Sins of Small Poli- 
ticians,. 


The able statesmen who think they 
are “doing politics” for the Republican 
party in Los Angeles may not realize 
that they are discredited and dis- 
trusted as leaders, but if it has not 
been made plain to them that their 
stupid mismanagement of party af- 
fairs has injured not only the party 
but the good name and reputation of 
Los Angeles, their skulis must be im- 
pervious even to Roentgen rays. 

The visitors from Oakland doubtless 
epected to be hooted by hoodlums and 
and the free-silver push on the street, 
and would not have felt greatly ag- 
grieved thereat, but they did not ex- 
pect to be treated as tramps by the men 
who assume to control the Republican 
organization. They had a right to ex- 
pect a hospitable reception and court- 
eous attention from the official body 
of the party, and they went away dis- 
appointed and disgusted and held Los 
Angeles as a whole responsible for the 
ignorant boorishness of a few bosses. 
Here is what one of the visitors, 
Deputy Auditor Hanifin of Alameda 
county, tells the people of San Fran- 
cisco about Los Angeles: 

“When we got into the depot there 
was not forty people there to receive 
us, including the Arcade Depot hands, 
and when we went away there were 
less than that. Those fellows down 
there don’t know how to treat visitors 
decently. You can expect to be hooted 
at a little from the other side, but when 
even the. party that invited you down 
don’t do anything for your comfort, and 
don’t even treat you decently, it is time 
that a kick is made. The worst of it 
all was the way in which a paper lied 
about us. #verything that it said was 
out and out falsehood, and I think that 
they knew eit.“ 

Nobody would suspect the Herald of 
possessing sufficient sense of courtesy 
to behave decently toward guests so- 
journing in the city, and therefore no- 
body was surprised by the lying abuse 
heaped by that paper upon the visitors. 
The Herald, like a toothache, is one of 
those ills that must be endured for a 
time. 

Another member of the alliance, 
George H. Mason, says: “There has 
been a lot of talk about what was done 
for us down there, but the only thing 
that was done was to put at our dis- 
posal several extra electric cars upon 
which each of us paid his own way to 
Santa Monica and back. That was the 
only pleasant part of the trip, and that 
was because we were by durselves. 
“There were no arrangements made 
to receive us and none to see us off, 
and when we wound up our march 
we found that we could not get into 
the hall because no arrangements had 
been made to reserve seats for us. We 
got no courtesy and nothing but in- 
sults.” 

A. A. Moore says: “They didn’t do a 
thing to us down there. I don’t ever 
want to go back to Los Angeles, for 
they don’t know how to treat people 
when they go to see them. I consider 
it an outrage, and I don’t think that 
the alliance will pay out its money 
to go to Los Angeles again and get 
that treatment. Even the Democrats 
up here are better to us than some of 
the Republicans down there were.” 

In their haste, these gentlemen blame 
the good people of this city for the stu- 
pid behavior of the men whose bust 
ness it was to play the part of hosts, 
and it will be difficult to remove the 
impression spread abroad by the San 
Francisco papers, that Los Angeles is 
a city of Yahoos. 

Seok is the injury done to the city by 
the peanut politicians, who misrepre- 
sent a large body of its citizens. The 
injury to the Republican party is no 
less. for the “Citrus Belt frost.“ as the 
northern papers term the reception of 
the Alliance, is represented by the en- 
emy as an indication of Republican de- 
moralization in this part of the State. 
The Examiner prints a long editorial 
describing the miserable mismanage- 
ment of the affair, and draws the con- 
clusion that “the McKinley campaign 
has gone to smash below the Tehach- 
epi,” and that “a third of the party has 
deserted McKinley.” And that is the 
net result of the Executive Committee’s 
attempt to “open the campaign.” 
Committeeman Frank P: Flint is a 
conspicuous exception, however. He 
alone took the trouble to meet the vis-
